It is not my object to advise but I 
do want to inform you. I only do this 
because I feel it my duty to do So. 

I understand that there is right 
around one hundred churches in the 
state of Tennessee. I also understand 
that a goodly number, if not the 
larger majority are small churches, 
very weak financially speaking. But 
many that have heretofore been weak 
are taking on new life, hence, getting 
stronger. The work in a general way 
over the state is growing. This of 
course can be seen and realized more 





in sur WOR than in others. 
Our in the state of Ten- 
nessee.is largely credited to our faith- 


ful state overseer, M. W. Letsinger, 


who is now serving his third year as 
overseer of Tennessee. 

Not long since I was privileged to 
visit Brother Letsinger at his home 
near Solway. He is making a great 
sacrifice to serve us as he is doing. 
He is going day and night far and 
near and is being deprived of the 
privilege of being at home with his 
family. I don’t believe he is serving 
us against his will for he looks for- 


, ward to the reward that awaits him 


in glory, yet his family is as dear to 
him, and he feels as much obligated 
for their support as other men do 
their families. He is giving all his 
time to the interest of the Church of 
God in Tennessee. 

Out of this large number of churches 
I understand that only about 
one fourth of them report to our 
state overseer with the allotment of 
their tithes which is not less than one- 
tenth of the whole amount. 

I am aware of the fact that many 
of us district pastors and assistant 
pastors are having a close rub to stay 
on the job. In the past I have made 
thé statement that I thought the pas- 
tors should get their part first and 
then if there were anything left the 
state overseer and the general treas- 
ury should get their part. But I, 
like some others have called in that 
statement. 

Our state overseers, in a broad 
sense are of more service than his 
workers because it is through him 
that we get much valuable advise 
and the interest of the entire state 
hinges on him. Therefore, I feel that 
each lecal church should promptly at 
the end of each month forward to 
our state overseer not less than one- 
tenth of your tithes, and if you have 
a flush treasury you may forward 
even more than a tenth. 

In sending stamps we should not 
send larger than two cent stamps. I 
think money orders or checks would 
be preferable. 


Now I am doing this on my own 
accord. Not that I feel I am _ the 
proper one to mention this but for 
the simple reason that I feel it my 
duty. The Book says, “As ye would 
that men should do to you do ye 
also to them likewise.” I realize that 
this is the standard of Christianity 
and it is my motto. 

If the facts Were known it might 
be that our state overseer don’t 
average as much as some of the pas- 
tors who hardly ever have an occa- 
sion to leave home. 

Now, brethren, let us encourage 
tithe paying and thereby all will fare 
better. We are all expected to tithe. 
To fail to do soin an act of disloyalty 
and one that God is not pleased with. 
May God help us.

ACCUSATIONS

While these words are not synony- 
mous one is productive of the othér. 

The meaning of excuse is, to free 
from obligation or duty, remit, justi- 
fy, .a plea offered in extenuation of 
some fault or neglect of duty, pre- 
text, etc. 

The’ meaning of accusation is to 
“charge, or imputation of wrong doing; 
“the act of accusing or imputing. 

But the question that should be 
“preeminent in our minds is, will our 
.@xcuses be acceptable with God? 

We can become so habituated to 
‘anything until it almost becomes a 
, part of us, so it is with our excuses. 
‘We make an excuse for every little 

frivolous matter or misstep we make, 
generally accusing some one of being 
the cause of it until I wonder some 





iimes what God thinks about us any 
way. 

The first excuse and accusation waa 
nated in the Garden of Eden, and 
that time the “Adam” in man 
has been making them. The first 
excuse that we have on record brought 


* 


an accusation with it. “And they 
heard the voice of the Lord God 
walking in the garden in the 


cool of the day; and Adam and his 

wife hid themselves from the pres- 
ence of the Lord God amongst the 

trees of the garden. And the 

Lord God called unto Adam, and 
said .unto him, Where art thou? 
7 And he said, I heard thy voice in the 

garden, and I was afraid because I 
was naked; and I hid myself.” Gen. 
3:8-10, 

Here comes the first accusation: 
- “And he said, Who tok thee that 
_ thou wast naked? Hast thou eaten 
of the tree, whereof I commanded 
thee that thou shouldest not eat?” 

Adam rendered the first excuse, 
bringing an accusation with it. “And 
the man said, The woman whom thou 
gavest to be with me, she gave me 
of the tree, and I did eat. And the 
Lord God said unto the) woman, 
What is this thou hast done?” 

Second excuse and accusation: “And 
_ the woman said, The serpent beguiled 
me, and I did eat.” . 

Neither of these excuses or accusa- 
tions stood before God. He began 
at the bottom, and put a curse on 
each of them, and we are still under 
_ these curses today. Sometimes we 
are amused at the excuses some peo- 
ple make for their short. comings. 

How often we hear this question 
asked, “Why were you not at service 
last night, John? We had a wonderful 
. good meeting.” John Says, “Well— 
it was so cold, or it looked so much 
like rain, or Sallie and I have so 
many children we couldn't. bring them 
all, and we were afraid to leave them 
at home so we just stayed with them, 
or the last time we were there we 
. felt such awful spirits we didn’t want 
to go back, or we live so far away 
we just can’t come all the time, or 
- every time we go the _ preacher 
_ preaches so hard I don’t: like to hear 
him, or we just haven’t got confidence 
. in old Sister Smith and don’t want 
to hear her testify, or we didn’t have 
ear fare.” Will our excuses be ac 
ceptable with God? 

“Sister Jones, what is wrong with 
your little girl and boy? They don’t 
seem to have the experiente' they 
once had? You know the Lord used 
them in a wonderful way.” Well— 
Brother pastor, you see Mary goes 
to school and she can’t be spiritual 
and go to school, and John works. up 
town and has to be with worldly peo- 
‘ple until he can’t be spiritual. I'll 
be glad when school is: out (didn’t 
say she wished John would lose his 
" job).” Of all excuses, these are the 
most frivolous. These are the very 
places for Mary and John to let their 
lives shine out. Some parents have 
made excuses for their children until 
they Wave made perfect hypocrites 
out of them. , 

Especially on Sunday morning do 
we have a good supply.of @xeuses. 
“Hello! Brother Johnson, you*were 
late at Sunday school this morning, 
what was the cause?!, “Well—we 
overslept ourselves this morning. I 
worked so hard last ‘week until I 
needed the rest.” (We.wonder if he 
had a job for himself. on Sunday if 
he would oversleep.) Will our ex- 
cuses be acceptable’ with God? 

Another excuse with an accusation, 
we would like to mention just here 
is this, when that awful demon known 
as lust gets hold of any one and they 
become uncovered, invariably they 
make an excuse by accusing their 
companion of not being affectionate, 
or of not showing the appreciation of 
them they should, or of being inferior 
in ability, in fact, not their soul 
mate. When the root of the whole 
matter is an adulterous ege that can 
not cease from sin. Who would you 
be worthy of any way? 

“Brother S, why don’t you give the 
Lord, what belongs to hime He cer- 
tainly will bless you for-it.” 

“Well—I can hardly liye on all I 
get; besides that preacher don’t earn 
anything. Let him work like I do. He 
is no better to work than I am.” Will 
our excuses be acceptable with God? 

The Church of God is the espoused 
bride of Jesus. He is now making 
love to her preparatory for the mar- 
riage. The supper is now being pre- 
pared. Will we accept the invitation 
or make excuses? 

“A certain man made a great sup- 
per, and bade many: 

“And sent his servant at supper 
time to say to them that were bidden, 
Come; for all things are new ready. 

“And they all with one consent be- 
gan to make excuse. The first said 





unto him, I have bought a piete of 
ground, and I must needs go and see 
it: I pray thee have me excused. An- 
other erid I have bought five yolk of 


oxen, and I go to prove them: I pray 
thee have me excused. And another 
said, 1 have married a wife, therefore 
I cannot come.” Luke 14:16-20. 

“Were their excuses acceptable with 
God?” I tell you they were not, but 
they. were punished, listen to the 
sentence: “For I say unto you, None 
of those mean which were bidden shall 
taste of my supper.” 

My friends, is God calling you today? 
Are you making excuses? Have you 
felt the call of God to preach His 
Word? Sinner friend, have you felt 
the gentle wooing voice bidding you 
come to Him? Are you just making 
excuses’ Will our excuses be accepta- 
ble with God? 


Why not be like some of the men 


j of old when we feel the call of God? 


“And Jesus walking by the sea of 
Galilee, saw two brethren, Simon 
calleg Peter, and Andrew his brother, 
casting a net into the sea; for they 
were fishers. And he saith unto them, 
Follow me and I will make you fishers 
of men.” Matt. 4:18. They didn’t 
begin to make excuses, or question 
the call, or ask when he wanted them 
to go, or what posiion he would give 
them, but they straightway left their 
nets and followed Him. 


A little further down the shore he 
found two more and called’ them. 
They left all and followed without 
questioning Him. 


I teli you we need some Simons, 
Andrews, James and Johns that will 
follow and be obedient without mak- 
ing excuses. We don’t need to leave 
our own land to find people who have 
never heard the real gospel. When 
we come before God in that awful 
day and see the millions turned into 
hell, that we by our means or by our 
preaching could have reached, what 
excuse can we offer then? When we 
stand before the flaming eyes of an 
angry God, what will our excuses be? 
Will we hear Him say “Depart from 
me ‘ye cursed;” or will it be, “Well 
done, thou good and faithful servant: 
* * * enter thou into the joy of thy 
Lord.” 


Excuses are productives of lies. 
When God told Saul by the mouth 
of Samuel to destroy the Amalakites 
with their cattle and every thing 
Saul disobeyed and kept Agag and 
the best of the cattle and sheep alive. 
God sent Samuel to see him again. 
And Samuel came to Saul and Saul 
said unto him, “Blessed be thou of 
the Lord; I have performed the com- 
mandment of the Lord.” 1 Sam. 15:13. 


Oh! what a lie! About this time 
the sheep began to bleat and I want 
to say they bleat yet. Samuel said, 
“What meaneth then this bleating of 
the sheep in mine ears, and the low- 
ing of the oxen which I hear?” What 
an excuse and accusation Saul made. 
He said the people spared the best 
of the sheep and oxen to make a 
sacrifice unto the Lord, and the rest 
he had utterly destroyed, but God’s 
prophet knew better. Listen at “his 
punishment, “Because thou has_ re- 
jected the word of the Lord, he has 
also rejected thee from being king.” 
Saul’s excuse was of no value when 
he came before God, neither will ours 
be. God is demanding more of this 
generation than many of us suspect. 

Another excuse with an accusation 
worthy of note is, when people 
are excluded from the Church 
of God they always have excuses, 
such as I wasn’t treated right but 
was just thrust out. I wasn’t given 
amy chance. They just took advan- 
tage of me and turned me out. There 
has never been anyone turned out 
unless he was put out wrongfully; 
and nine times out of ten we'll ven- 
ture to say the pastor is to blame; 
but without regard to excuses or ac- 
cusations we still have some pastors 
who believe in a good government 
and a clean Church and—will stand 
for it if they have to stand alone. 
We all have. to meet God some day. 
“Will our excuses be acceptable with 
Him then?”

I and be as one flesh in the Lord. 


In beginning of creation they 
were one body—one flesh. Then 
ive, the wife of Adam, was 
taken out of his side—formed— 
builded. Gen. 1:27 tells us, “Male 
and female created he them.” 
One body only, visible, but 
father Adam needed a helpmeet. 
In chapter 2:20 he builded him 
a woman (not created). She 
was taken out of man’s sub- 
stance (already created one). 
They must cleave unto one an- 
other for although two in sub- 
stance they are one in creation, 
one flesh. Verse 24. 


So the Church was formed out 
of the side of Jesus and while 
He slept in Joseph’s tomb His 
bride was being formed. Hence, 
He is soon coming again for her 
that He has purchased with His 
own life’s blood to be with Him 
forever. Hallelujah! 

The formation and relation is 
a great mystery but the apostle 
said he spoke of Christ and the 
Church—His body. Eph. 5:32. 
Beautiful picture, glorious re- 
ality. Precious souls, are we 
thus joined to the Church? If 
not let us make a desperate run 
for it. This is absolutely neces- 
sary if we want to be able 
to bear much fruit and see the 
wonderful power of God demon- 
strated upon earth. 


Having thus called attention 
to the love and unity in the 
Church of God we next want to 
look into her power and authori- 


Power and authority to transact 
business for the Church @n the 
ministry) are conferred by the 
Church. “Know them which 
labour among you, and are over 
you in the Lord, and admonish 
you; And to esteem them very 
highly in love for their work’s 
sake.” 


We note that the Church of 
God had officers of different 
rank; as He gave some apostles; 
and some, prophets; and some, 
evangelists; and some, pastors 
and teachers; For the perfecting 
of the saints for the work of the 
ministry, for the edifying of the 
body of Christ.” Eph. 4:11, 12. 


Again Paul says, “For this 
cause left I thee in Crete, that 
thou shouldest set in order the 
things that are wanting, and 
ordain elders in every city, as I 
had appointed thee: If any be 
blameless, the husband of- one 
wife (not half a dozen) having 
faithful children not accused of 
riot or unruly. For a_ bishop 
must be blameless as the steward 
of God.” These must be re- 
spected and submitted to, or 
else we incur God’s displeasure 
and wrath. 


“Obey them that have the 
rule over you, and submit your- 
selves: for they watch for your 
souls, as they that must give 
account that they may do it with 
joy, and not with grief: for that 
is unprofitable for you.” Heb. 
13:17. This bespeaks_ rule, 
government and authority. Jesus 
said unto Peter, “I will give unto 
thee the keys of the kingdom of 
heaven: and whatsoever thou 
shalt bind (put together) on 
earth shall be bound in heaven: 
and whatsoever thou shalt loose 
on earth shall be loosed in 
heaven.” 


The sovereignty of the Church 
is further shown by the state- 
ment of Jesus to the church at 
Ephesus, “Thou hast tried them 
which say they are apostles, and 
are not, and hast found them 
liars.” This is still further shown 
by the statement of Paul to the 
Corinthian brethren, “Deliver 
such an one unto Satan for the 
destruction of the flesh that the 
spirit may be saved in the day 
of the Lord Jesus.” 1 Cor. 5:5. 


Here is the power and autnori- 
ty conferred unto Peter verified, 
“Put away the wicked man 
from among yourselves.” Again 
Paul says to the Thessalonians, 
“Now we command you, breth- 
ren, inthe name of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, that ye withdraw 
yourselves from every brother 
that walketh disorderly.” These 
passages not only show the 
power and authority of the 
Church but the importance of 
perfect obedience and discipline 
in the Church. 
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Church and show even to the 
world that we love one another. 
“Can two walk together, except 
they be agreed?” Amos 3:3. 

Let us learn to behave our- 
selves in the house of God which 
is the Church of the living God, 
the pillar and ground of the 
truth. 1 Tim. 3:15. Never in 
all the history of the Church of 
the latter rain were there more 
dangerous pitfalls set for the 
children of God, as there are to- 
day, therefore, let us be wise as 
serpents and harmless as doves. 

Truly the time is ripe for us 
to submit ourselves together in 
the Church for it is for our pro- 
tection, our praise, our worthi- 
ness and our glory. There are 
many privileges and blessings 
that can be enjoyed in this life 
if we will submit ourselves to 
God and His Church. It makes 
and gives us more power and 
honor for the ministry and 
makes us more worthy of our 
calling. 

In Acts 13:2, 3 we read “As 
they ministered to the Lord and 
fasted, the Holy Ghost said, 
Separate me Barnabas and Saul 
for the work whereunto I have 
called them. And when they 
had fasted and prayed, and laid 
their hands on them they sent 
them away.” Acts 13:2, 3. 

John, the aged, was a zealous 
and enthusiastic Church of God 
preacher. Please note the tenor 
of his letter to Gaius, “Beloved 
thou doest faithfully whatsoever 
thou doest to the brethren, and 
to strangers; Which have borne 
witness of thy charity before the 
church: whom if thou bring 
forward on their journey after a 
godly sort, thou shalt do well.” 


The poor stranger brethren 


ty to deal with clergy and jaity.~had taken knowledge, or an ac- 


count of Gaius’ love and loyalty 
to and before the Church of God. 
Through the manifestation of 
his love and loyalty to the 
Church of God these poor 
stranger brethren were con- 
strained to seek more of God’s 
favor, fellowship and worthiness 
through the Church of God, as 
you perhaps will take note of hy 
reading on down in the chapter 
carefully and thoughtfully. John 
commended Gauis for his will- 
ingness to accept and fellowship 
these poor brethren without, in- 
to the Church of God. 


As stated above we will say 
something more about the name 
—Church of God. Unlike many 
thousands of poor deceived 
souls today, they were exceed- 
ingly zealous for the name— 
Church of God. Because for the 
sake of the name they went 
forth taking nothing of the Gen- 
tiles (heathen). 3 John 1:7. 

We learn from this that the 
heathen world did not have any 
thing more for them when they 
accepted the name and _ joined 
themselves voluntarily to ihe 
Church of God. The world is 
against the Church of God. John 
further said to Gaius, “We 
therefore ought to receive such, 
that we might be fellowhelpers 
to the truth (church).” 


Hence, we need to welcome 
them into the Church for they 
need to be in our fellowship. By 
all of God’s children coming to- 
gether and accepting the name 
—Church it puts us all in an 
attitude with one another and 
God where it can be said of us, 
“Ye are God’s’ fellowworkers: 
Ye are God’s husbandry, God’s 
building.” 1 Cor. 3:9. All this 
bespeaks divine order. 


Old Diotrephes was a different 
character and spirited man from 
Brother Gaius. He was cast- 
ing out, or excluding from the 
Church many a poor and worthy 
brother and sister that should 
have been maintained in the 
Church and refused to accept 
into the Church those poor 
stranger brethren that John has 
already told us about. They 
presented themselves before the 
Church for membership. Diotre- 
phes refused to accept them. 

John said in his letter to 
Gaius concerning Diotrephes, 


the high minded preacher, 
“Wherefore, if I come, I will 
remember his deeds which 


he doeth, prating (speaking) 
against us with malicious words: 
and not content therewith 
neither doth he himself receive 
the brethren, and _ forbiddeth 
them that would, and casteth 
(turneth) them out of the 
church.” 3 John 10. 

This shows expressly that 
John meant to exercise his 
authority over this fearless

Let us all get together in the 


preacher; also we learn from 


the pen of John that in A. D. 90 
there’-were some poor souls that 
were very zealous and enthusias- 
tic for the name of the Church 
of God. It should be cherished, 
honored and reverenced by all 
of the true followers of Jesus 
today. It is a sacred name, a 
sacred organization and truly a 
sacred body of organized people 
that compose the wonderful’ 
body of Christ. Col. 1:18. 


Accepting the Church is a 
wonderful experience. To reject 
it means to fall and to go down 
in defeat. We must overcome 
or be eternally lost. The trying 
time is surely here and while 
many poor war worn pilgrims 
are going down in defeat, some 
poor veterans are settling down 
in the great Church of God never 
to be moved away from the 
hope of the gospel. 


I want to say for myself that 
the enemy has tried me to the 
very rock bottom with the church 
question. In spite of all his 
severe trials to overthrow 
me God in His wisdom has 
throughly settled me down in 
His great Church to stay. Truly 
I am satisfied with His Church. 
I have gone into the correspond- 
ence room of the apostles and I 
have seen Peter, James, John 
and Paul pening their epistles 
to the world and, too, I have 
gone into the Acts of the apostles 
and have seen the Holy Ghost 
forming the Church of God. It 
is visible. 


In my imagination I can see 
Saint Matthew, the tax collector, 
leaving the receipt of custom fol- 
lowing in pursuit of the Master. 
Listen at his directions to the 
Church members, “If thy broth- 
er shall trespass unto thee, go 
and tell him his fault between 
thee and him alone: if he shall 
hear thee, thou hast gained thy 
brother. But if he will not hear 
thee, then take with thee one or 
two more, that in the mouth of 
two or three witnesses every 
word may be established. And 
if he shall neglect to hear them, 
tell it unto the church: but if he 
neglect to hear the church, let 
him be unto thee as an heathen 
man and a publican. Verily I 
say unto you, Whatsoever ye 
bind on earth shall be bound in 
heaven: and whatsoever ye 
shall loose on earth shal) be 
loosed in heaven. Matt. 18:15-20. 

In the fifth chapter of the 
Acts of the apostles we can see 
the Church of God distinctly and 
visibly shown as a tangible or 
organic body. It was the teach- 
ing and custom of the Church of 
God for her members to pay 
their offerings into the Church 
treasury. Failure to be perfect- 
ly honest with God and His 
Church incurs His wrath as it is 
shown in the case of Ananias and 
Sapphira. They failed to be hon- 
est with the Spirit and, therefore, 
lied to God and the resuJt was 
a physical death. This caused 
great fear to come upon the 
whole Church and upon ALL 
that heard these things. 

God’s displeasure and wrath 
manifested upon the disobedient 
ones within the Church caused 
many without not to join the 
Church for fear. “And of the 
rest durst no man join himself to 
them (the Church): but the peo- 
ple magnified them. Acts 5:13. 
We see that some magnified 
the Church but would not 
join. Others, on the other hand, 
were very, very bitter toward 
the Church because of it being 
organized, and against sin, flesh 
and the devil. 


As proof of it being tangible 
and organized notice its simil- 
arity in this to a company of 
folks Gamaliel referred to, ‘““And 
said unto them, Ye men of Is- 
rael, take heed to yourselves 
what ye intend to do as touch- 
ing these men. For before these 
days rose up Theudas, boasting 
himself to be somebody; to 
whom a number of men about} 
four hundred, joined (voluntari- 
ly) themselves: who was slain; 
and all, as many as obeyed him, 
were scattered, and brought to 
nought.” Acts 5:36. “Refrain 
from these men, and let them 
alone: for if this counsel or this 
work be of men, it will come to 
nought. But if it be of God, ye 
cannot overthrow it; lest haply 
ye be found even to fight against 
God.” 

His Church is deepening and 
widening; year by year His 
cause is winning new fame and 
glory. 








In conclusion I want to say 
that I have kept my heart open 


for all the fullness of God. I 
have looked deeply and interest- 
ingly into every Pentecostal 
movement’s teaching on the 
Church but absolutely I cannot 
conceive and understand her as 
they do. 

God bless them and help them 
to stay humble before Him. He 
will open their eyes if they will 
keep prejudice out of their 
heart. |
